BIG GAME IN ARIZONA.
Despite tho destructive activity of

mankind, large gamo appears to bo
about as plentiful as ever in Arizona.
Deer and nntelopo alone have decreas-
ed, and It Is hoped, under protection
of lato laws, that they will henceforth
bo found In giadually Increasing num-
ber. A decade ago deer were plentiful
In the mountains around Phoenix and
antelope ran In great bands In tho
Grand Canon region.

Though $20 a scalp Is paid for their
slaughter, mountain lions and bear are
numerous In the Mazatzal, Mogollon
and Sierra Ancha mountains, as well
as In tho mountains ot southeastern
Arizona. Tho lions can bo hunted only
with tho aid of well-train- dogs, for
they flee from man and hldo themselves
readily, despite their size. They have
been killed as near Phoenix as Mc-

Dowell, showing themselves, ns a rule,
In their quest for colt meat, for which
they have a special fondness. A nine
foot Hon was killed recently north of
Phoenix by James LlnvlIIo.

Bear of great size are common all
along tho rim of the Mogollon, from
the upper Verde southeast to tho New
Mexican line. An black
bear, the largest of tho species ever
locally known, was killed a few days
ago In tho Rlncon mountains, near
Tuscon, by Under Sheriff Henry My-

ers. Tho bear had been wounded and
was charging Myers when struck by
tho fatal bullet. Black bear are com
mon near Payson, under the rim. They
aro mainly of the small variety, harm-
less to man, and best hunted with dogs
and horse"", for they run at surprising
speed through tho plno woods of the
locality. The brown and cinnamon
bear are Httlo different from the true
grizzly and are fully as ferocious. Most
sportsmen pass them by If the weapon
at hand be lighter than a .303 rifle, pre-
ferably carrying an exploding bullet. A
few years ago a cinnamon weighing
nearly a ton was killed in the Sierra
Anchas by Phil Asklns, a celebrated
Arizona hunter. Asklns admitted that
the bear would have been too much for
him had It not been for his pack of
dogs. Asklns usually mado about $2,000

a year on Hon and bear bounties. Los
Angeles Times.

WALLACE, Idaho, December 9.

Mrs. Eugene Day, one of the owners
of the Hercules mine, stnrted divorce
proceedings today alleging cruel and
Inhuman treatment, Sho claims her
husband ordered her out of the houso
and threatened to throw her out.

According to the complaint Day Is tho
owner of an Interest In the Hercules
mine, which Is.sald to be worth $10,000,-00- 0,

which, with bonds, stocks and mort-
gages brings his total wealth to about
$1,000,000. Mis. Day alleges tho property
was put In the name of his brother to
defraud her. She asks for $10,000 suit
money, nttorneys' fees, half of the de-

fendant's earnings nnd temporary ali-
mony, a receiver for his Interests, divi-
sion of the property and her maiden
name.

Mr, and Sirs. Day were married at
Mullan, January 24, 1905, after a ro
mantic courtship. A short time prior to
the marriage Mrs. Day was taken HI
with pneumonia. Day brought a doc
tor from Portland on a special train In
a record-breakin- g run. The special
nnd doctor's services are said to have
tost Day $5000.

After the wedding they left for Ho-

nolulu to spend six months, but re
turned with three. Humors were then
rife of trouble between the two.

For several years prior to the mar
riage, Mrs. Day, whoso name was
Agnes Qulnlln, was a school teacher at
Mullan. She Is 22 years old and a very
handsome woman.

LAWTON ON WAY TO

PLAY SANTA CLAUB.

VALLEJO, Dec. 9. Tho torpedo boat
destroyer Peiry, Lieutenant F. N.
Freeman commanding, left Maro Is-

land today for San Francisco bay,
where sho will Join her sister ship,
tho Paul Jones, and tho two torpedo
boat destroyers will proceed at onco
to San Diego, thero to await tho ar-
rival of tho llagshlp Chicago, now on
a short crulso to Honolulu. Both ves-

sels belong to tho Pacific squadron,
and tho Perry has been undergoing re-
pairs at Maro Island for soverul weeks
past. Hear Admiral Goodrich recom-
mended that they accompany his flag-
ship to Honolulu, but the crulso wan
disapproved of by tho Navy Depart-
ment as being unnecessarily long.

Tho naval transport Lawton, Lieut-
enant Commander Charles F. Pond
commanding, Is also to Icavo for tho
Philippines oil or about tho 16th In-

stant. Sho will carry a largo amount
of stores for tho naval stations at Ho-

nolulu nnd Cavlto, as well as supplies
for tho various ships of tho Asiatic
squadron. Lnrgo drafts of men aro
being sent to her steadily for trans-
portation to tho Orient, where they
will bo transferred to tho ships on
duty thero, relieving tho men whoso
threo years' service In the Far East
has expired. These will be brought
homo on tho return trip of thu Law-to- n.

First-clas- s passenger room on
tho transport Is very limited, and It Is
thought that several of tho marine of-
ficers who wero ordered to Mare Is-
land to take passago for tho Orient
will bo unablo to obtain accommoda-
tions and will bo forced to sail on tho
next transport leaving San Francisco.

Among the Lawton'B cargo aro In-

cluded a number of Christmas boxes
being Bent out to men on tho Aslatlo
station, particularly at Cavlto and tho
ships' in oriental waters. Christmas
boxes for men at Guam will bo sent
on tho Supply, which Is expected to
reach Maro Island any day. The Sup-
ply, which is tho station ship at Guam
has been ordered to this ynrd for dock-
ing and such repairs as are necessary.
